By threats and 
promises he induced his little victim 
to say not ling about the outrage, and 
the commission of the crime was un- 
known to Mr. Ogg's family until yes- 
terday afternoon, when it was discov- 
ered that the little girl was afflicted 
with a loathsome disease. She then 
t»id her father the whole story, and 
the justly infuriated man immediately 
began a search for the miscreant with 
the jntention of killing him on sight.
